The question was precipitated
when it was called to the attention
of the board that police had or-
dered a man who, with his wife,
was®doing family washings, to se-
cure a license at a cost of $100 a
year: The board, finding that the
man and wife were doing the work
themselves and that they have four
children, decided that the institu-
tion was not a laundry.
